In less than 40 y ears since the 
beginning o f the indiv idual inco me 
tax , the number o f Misso uri peo ple 
filing federal inco me tax returns 
jumped fro m 11,8 16 to 1,29 8 ,206 , 
it was disclo sed to day by Misso uri 
Public Ex penditure Surv ey . 
This makes the mid-March dead­ 
line fo r pay ing federal inco me 
tax es all the mo re a reminder that 
no bo dy escapes tax es any mo re. 
The few fam ilies who aren’t hit by 
the indiv idual inco me tax are rapp 
ed by many o ther tax es, so me v isi­ 
ble and o thers hidden. Citizens o f 
Misso uri will hav e to pay nearly 
$2 billio n as their share o f the to tal 
federal tax burden fo r the 19 52-53 
fiscal y ear o n the basis o f present 
tax rates. 
It is no wo nder that tax pay ers 
the co untry o v er are co mplaining 
bitterly abo ut the burden o f tax a­ 
tio n; since the inco me tax law 
was passed in 19 13, the minimum 
rate o f the indiv idual inco me tax 
has jumped fro m 1 percent to 22.2 
per cent, while the max imum rate 
has go ne fro m 7 per cent to 9 2 per 
cent. 
In the same perio d the indiv id­ 
ual ex emptio n has shrunk to o ne- 
fifth o f what it was: .fro m $3,000 
at 19 13 v alues to $6 00 at 19 52 
v alues.

The 
identifying key to this card is the 
w orker’s social security number.

By the' 
same token it’s our business to put 
a stop to fraud in the unemploy­ 
ment insurance program .”

In less than 40 years since the 
beginning of the individual income 
tax, the num ber of Missouri people 
filing .federal income tax returns 
jum ped from 11,816 to 1,298,206, 
it was disclosed today by Missouri 
Public E xpenditure Survey. 
This m akes the m id-M arch dead­ 
line for paying federal income 
taxes all the m ore a rem inder that 
nobody escapes taxes anym ore. 
The few fam ilies who aren’t hit by 
the individual income tax are rapp 
cd by m any other taxes, some visi­ 
ble and others hidden. Citizens of 
M issouri will have to pay nearly 


$ 2 billion as their share of the total 
federal tax burden for the 1952-53 
fiscal year on the basis of present 
tax rates. 
It is no w onder that tax payers 
the country over are com plaining 
bitterly about the burden of ta x a ­ 
tion; since the income tax law- 
was passed in 1913, the m inim um 
rate of the individual income tax 
has jum ped from I percent to 2 2 . 2 
per cent, w hile the m axim um rate 
has gone from 7 per cent to 92 per 
cent. 
In the sam e period the individ­ 
ual exem ption has shrunk to one- 
fifth of w hat it was: .from $3,000 
at 1913 values to $600 at 1952 
values. The num ber of individuals 
in the U. S. subject to income taxes 
has risen from less than 400,000 
to 55 million. 
W hile figures on the am ount of 
money paid by M issouri income 
taxpayers are not available as far 
.back as 1913, the federal govern­ 
m ent’s yield from individual in­ 
come taxes in M issouri has in ­ 
creased m ore than five-fold in the 
last eight years—from $152,588,002 


in the 1942-43 fiscal year to $805,- 
108,014 in the 1950-51 fiscal year. 
Total income tax paym ents in Mis­ 
souri, including both 
individual 
and corporate paym ents have in­ 
creased from $385,927,121 to $ I ,- 
220,058,373 in the same period. 
In the next fiscal year, the fed­ 
eral governm ent will take from its 
citizens the fantastic sum of $71 
billion. Between the present and 
next fiscal year, federal tax re ­ 
ceipts will increase by $49 for 
every man, woman and child in 
the country. On a per capita basis, 
the federal governm ent will soon 
be collecting $472 for every person 
in the nation. 
Even this heavy tax burden w'ill 
be insufficient by $14.5 billion to 
meet the expenditures proposed in 
the federal budget for the coming 
fiscal year.

Missouri Has Twenty-Five Areas Accessible 
to All Residents— Three Feature Trout Fishing

JEFFERSON CITY, — If th e 
fam ily budget is a little tight this 
year .from high tuxes and living 
costs and you w an t to ta k e a v aca­ 
tion pitched on the econom y level, 
of 
M issouri’s 
tw en ty -fiv e 
state 
parks. 
Abner G w inn, chief of parks, 
reports here th a t m any of th e 
parks are becom ing popular v a ­ 
cation spots for th e en tire familv, 
especially w here the cost is an 
im portant item. 
Three Favorites Listed. 
The th ree m ain fam ily spots are 
Bennett Spring astride the D allas- 
Laclede 
county 
line, 
or tw elve 
m iles w est of L ebanon; Roaring 
River park just south of Cassville 
in S outhw est M issouri, and Big 
Spring park just south of Van 
Buren in Southeast Missouri. 
Bennett Spring probably is the 
biggest draw ing pow er for fam ily 
vacations. L et’s ta k e a look to ?ee 
what it would cost for a vacation 
there. 
A fam ily of fo u r can re n t a 
housekeeping cabin for $5 a day. 
The cabin has ev ery th in g fu rn ish - I 
ed for coon-u.*, except, of course, 
the food. This includes dishes, pans 
and silverwure. L inen is furnished, | 
including hand and bath towels. 
Now, if M am m a w an ts to do th e 
cooking for the fam ily on this trip, 
the cost will have to be com puted 
by the budgeteer of the family. 
There is a store at the park, or the 
fam ily is privileged to bring its 
own food. 
If P ap a w ants to give M am m a 
a vacation from cooking there is 
a 
large dining hall 
at 
B ennett 
Spring 
w here excellent food 
is 
served. The average breakfast will 
range from 50 cents to $1, d ep e n d ­ 
ing, of course, on one’s appetite. 
Luncheon will range from 75 cents 
to $1.10 and d in n er from $1 to 
$1.50. 
T he latter 
includes roast 
beef and pork, ham , chicken and 
trout. You can get a nice steak for 
a price slightly higher. 
An E xcellent Cook. 
The dining room is supervised 
by Mrs. W arn er W. W hite, wife of 
the superintendent, who is an e x ­ 
cellent cook 
in 
h er own right. 
These prices are typical of most of 
the state p arks w h ere th ere are 
dining facilities. 
W hite reports th e re are tw enty- 
seven cabins at B ennett Spring 
and a hotel w ith eight rooms. If 
you don’t w ant housekeeping c a b ­ 
ins, you can get sleeping cabins 
that are m odern in every respect. 
Facilities include iceboxes for cold 
drinks. 
There is fishing at almost all 
of the state parks. If you like tro u t 
tishing in particular, try B ennett 
Spring, Roaring R iver or M ontauk 
state park, which is in Dent Coun­ 
ty tw enty-one miles southw est of 
Salem . 
Your annual fishing license costs 
$1.75, but if you w an t to-do som e 
trout fishing in th ese parks you 
have to get a daily tag that costs 
50 cents. T here are tro u t hatcheries 
at these parks and the trout are 
released at intervals. 
At B ennett Spring, W hite r e ­ 
ported, 27,187 trout tags w ere sold 
last y ear and 68,000 trout w ere 
released from th e h atch ery there. 
T his 
figures 
tw o 
and 
one-half 
tro u t per tag. T h e state conserva­ 
tion com m ission d eterm ines how 
m any trout shall be released a n ­ 
nually, but each fish erm an is given 
th e sporting chance for two and 
on e-h alf trout for every tag he 
buys. 
W ide Recreation Plan. 
B ennett S p rin g is used as an 
ex am p le 
for a fam ily vacation. 
H ere and in most of th e other 
parks th e re also are bridle paths, 
sw im m ing 
facilities, 
picnicking 
and 
cam ping 
grounds, 
boating 
eq u ip m en t and n a tu re trails. In 
som e of the larger p ark s th ere are 
natu ralists 
who 
conduct 
daily 
tours 
M issouri’s state p ark system got 
going in 1946 and th a t first year 
less than 500,000 visited the parks. 
The next y ear the n u m b e r grew 
to 740,000 and last y ea r it w as 


1,350,000, G w inn said. He predicts 
IV2 million visitors this year. 
T here is trout fishing only at 
B ennett Spring, Roaring riv er and 
M ontauk, but th ere is bass and 
other kinds of fishing also at these 
parks and all th e others except 
A rrow Rock, Babler, Big Oak tree, 
Crow der, Van M eter and Z um w alt. 
There a re picnic and cam ping 
grounds at alm ost all parks, but 
cabin facilities are only at Alley 
Spring, B ennett Spring, Big Lake, 
Big Spring, M eram ec, M ontauk. 
R oaring R iver, Sam A. B aker and fully 
W ashington. 
T here are cam ping facilities in 
most of th e p ark s w hich m eans 
one m ay use eith er a tent or car 
trailer for housing purposes. F ire ­ 
places, and w ith w ate r and toilet 
facilities 
available are provided 
here. C am ping costs are tw en ty - 
five cents daily. 
In addition to individual and 
fam ily receptional spots, life L ake 
of the O zarks p ark provides cabins 
and cam p in g facilities for large 
groups such as Boy Scouts, G irls 
Scouts, farm and church groups 
and others. These are rented out 
to groups at nom inal 
fees, but 
special arran g e m e n ts h av e to be 
m ade th ro u g h the p ark board or 
G w inn. 
T here a re also agency or group 
camps, as G w inn calls them , at 
Knob N oster, C uivre River, M ark 
Tw ain, 
P ershing, 
C ro w d er 
and 
Roaring R iver parks. T he agency 
costs vary, of course, according to 
the n u m b er of people and 
th e 
length of tim e the facilities are 
used. All of these p ark s can ac­ 
com m odate a total of 1,800 people. 
M issouri’s state p arks a re open 
to the publico and are beginning 
to attract ou t-state visitors as well 
as n ativ e 
Missourians.

fact, 
m any M issourians are just finding 
out how attractiv e their own state 
parks are an d w hat they offer for 
a w ell-rounded, pleasurable an 
economical vacation.

Low-Cost Vacations 
in State Parks 


Missouri Has Twenty-Five Areas Accessible 
to All Residents— Three Feature Trout Fishing

JE F F E R S O N C ITY , — If the 
family budget is a little tight this 
year from high tuxes and living 
costs and you want to take a vaca­ 
tion pitched on the economy level, 
of 
Missouri’s 
twenty-five 
state 
parks. 
Abner Gwinn, chief of parks, 
reports here that many of the 
parks are becoming popular va­ 
cation spots for the entire family, 
especially where the cost is an 
important item. 
Three Favorites Listed. 
The three main family spots are 
Bennett Spring astride the Dallas- 
Laclede county line, or twelve 
miles west of Lebanon; Roaring 
River park just south of Cassville 
in Southwest Missouri, and Big 
Spring park just south of Van 
Buren in Southeast Missouri. 
Bennett Spring probably is the 
biggest drawing power for family 
vacations. Let’s take a look to see 
what it would cost for a vacation 
there. 
A family of four can rent a 
housekeeping cabin for $5 a day. 
The eabin has everything furnish­ 
ed for coom*.*, except, of course, 
the food. This includes dishes, pans 
and silverware. Linen is furnished, 
including hand and bath towels. 
Now, if Mamma wants to do the 
cooking for the family on this trip, 
the cost will have to be computed 
by the budgeteer of the family. 
There is a store at the park, or the 
family is privileged to bring its 
own food. 
If Papa wants to give Mamma 
a vacation from cooking there is 
a large dining hall at Bennett 
Spring where excellent food is 
served. The average breakfast will 
range from 50 cents to SI, depend­ 
ing, of course, on one’s appetite. 
Luncheon will range from 75 cents 
to $1.10 and dinner from $1 to 
$1.50. The latter includes roast 
beef and pork, ham, chicken and 
trout. You can get a nice steak for 
a price slightly higher. 
An Excellent Cook. 
The dining room is supervised 
by Mrs 
the superintendent 
cellent cook in her own right. 
These prices are typical of most of I 
the state parks where there are i 
dining facilities. 
White reports there are twenty- 
seven cabins at Bennett Spring 
and a hotel with eight rooms. If 
you don’t want housekeeping cab­ 
ins, you can get sleeping cabins 
that are modern in every respect. 
Facilities include iceboxes for cold 
drinks. 
There is fishing at almost all 
of the state parks. If you like trout 
lishing in particular, try Bennett 
Spring, Roaring River or Montauk 
state park, which is in Dent Coun­ 
ty twenty-one miles southwest of 
Salem. 
Your annual fishing license costs 
$1.75, but if you want to-do some 
trout fishing in these parks you 
have to get a daily tag that costs 
50 cents. There are trout hatcheries 
at these parks and the trout are 
released at intervals. 
At Bennett Spring, White re­ 
ported, 27,187 trout tags were sold 
last year and 68,000 trout were 
released from the hatchery there. 
This figures 
two and one-half 
trout per tag. The state conserva­ 
tion commission determines how- 
many trout shall be released an­ 
nually, but each fisherman is given 
the sporting chance for two and 
one-half trout for every tag he 
buys. 
Wide Recreation Plan. 
Bennett Spring is used as an 
example for a family vacation. 
Here and in most of the other 
parks there also are bridle paths, 
swimming 
facilities, 
picnicking 
and 
camping 
grounds, 
boating 
equipment and nature trails. In 
some of the larger parks there are 
naturalists 
who 
conduct 
daily 
tours 
Missouri’s state park system got 
going in 1946 and that first year 
less than 500,000 visited the parks. 
The next year the number grew 
to 740,000 and last year it was 


1,350,000, Gwinn said. He predicts 
I Va million visitors this year. 
There is trout fishing only at 
Bennett Spring, Roaring river and 
Montauk, but there is bass and 
other kinds of fishing also at these 
parks and all the others except 
Arrow Rock, Babler, Big Oak tree, 
Crowder, Van Meter and Zumwalt. 
There are picnic and camping 
grounds at almost all parks, but 
cabin facilities are only at Alley 
Spring, Bennett Spring, Big Lake, 
Big Spring, Meramec, Montauk,
